Fitzgerald Outlin 
His Policies 
A large crowd heard Frank D, 
Fitzgerald at Cheboygan Jast week 
when he in a very brief address 
gave & resume of some of the 
things he will do when he is gov- 
ernor of Michigan: And when 
Mr. Fitzgerald speaks: hia audience 
knows full well that he will DO 
the things that he says he will. If 
there was any doubt on the part 
of those in his audience aa to this 
policies for the good of Michigan, 
it was completely dispelled after 
hearing his address. In hie us- 
ual piain forceful and honest man. 


ner he outlined a few of bis pol- 
igies, 


-. ong the things he said are: 
_ “HE the people elect the Repub- 
lican state ticket, and a Republi- 
can legislature, I hope and believe 
that one of the first things we 
will change is the Old Age Pen- 
sion Law. = 
“We will keep the oid age pen- 
sion policy. It is good, but we 
will do away with the head tax 
feature, Old age pension can be 
financed out of existing revenue, 
without the head tax. We can get 
the money by oliminating a lot of 
waste in state government. 

“I claim no credit for opposi 
the head tax. Any high achoul 
girl or boy can see that it is im- 
practical and unsound.” 

Fitzgerald stated that only 3$2,- 
000 -* head tax money had been 
collected up to July 1, when the 
fiscal year ended. 

“Do you know how much of that 
money Was spent in administra- 
tion?” he asked. “Just $208,000. 
And do you know how much was 
distributed for the relief of worthy 
pensioners? Just $16,256. 

“The whole thing is ridicutous 
and disgraceful, Without any 
shadow of statutory authority 
the administration went out and 
hired 4,0Uu examiners to go from 
house to house registering men 
aud Wowen trom whom it was bop. 
ed tv collect a head tax. 

“An attempt was made to build 
4 political organization at the ex- 
pense of the impoverished and ag- 
eu peuple of Michigan. 

“My purpose wall 
cure gol the old in an orderty 
devent way without any at. 
lenipe vo make politicai capital os 
their distiess sua without requir. 
ing the tax payers of Michigan io 
bear tbe unfair and buytbersome 
burden uf 4 Lead tax or au: utter 
leorm of special caxation. 

“I do not question the integrity 
of the Democratic administration, 
but I do queation the judgment 
of it,” 

“Government has become a ser- 
ies of committees, boards, rules 
and commissions. We must do a- 
way with unnecessary procedures 
of government. They tell that 
your taxes have been lightened to 
the extent of $10,000,000 by tne 
present state administration True 
they have been lightened in one 
way they seek to take credit lor 
and that is through the 16 mill 
lax law that you andi and ¢n- 
vugh others voted for directly at 
the polls that brought about that 
lightening. But in reality, that 
sightening Bas been made not be. 
cause off the other -heavy duties 
being imposed upon you, For 
every dollar you were saved by 
that 16 mill tax you are now pay- 
ing $2.40 more in sales, liquor and 
other taxes. 

We must amend the sales tax 
laws itself because it is the only 
source of revenue at the present 
time, We must smenc it bo as to 
exempt the necessities of life. We 
Tmst retain the state control of 
of the aalé of intoxicating Jiquer. 
but we mut caise the age limit to 
21 years to whom liquor may be 
sold, We owe that to the school 
children of our state whose de- 
linguency rate ta traced to the lax- 
ity of the law. ‘ 

“Jt dDecomea the duty of our 
state to see that our schoola are 
kept running the fall schoo! year. 
What we need is an equalizer so 
that it would cost no more for a 
boy or girl to go to schoo! in Che- 
boygan than it would-in Detroit.
